One Nan was killed and another 
was overcome by. smoke in a fire 
at the New Ivy Hotel, 11 North 
Sixth street, at 8:10 a. m. today.

Istanbul Paper Says War May 
Spread to Near East. 


ISTANBUL, Feb. 15 (AP).—The 
French-language newspaper La 
Republique, which often reflects 
official opinion, asserted today that 
the peoples of the Near East must 
prepare for a possible spread of 
war through this region. 

Although it said war seemed un- 
likely here for the moment, it 
added: “It is only natural that 
peoples who value their health pay 
attention to the probability of its 
eventual coming.” 

Although the war's present cen- 
ter is the Western front, it said, 
“The real object of the war being 
constituted by countries and na- 
tions which Germany considers 
part of her ‘lebensraum’ (living 
space), these countries and nations 
virtually are in the orbit of the 
war even though it is not yet their 
turn.”

Ex-Premier Advises Rumania to 
Side With Allies. 


BUCHAREST, Feb. 15 (AP).— 
Former Premier Juliu Maniu, lead- 
er of millions of Rumanian peas- 
ants Wefore King Carol abolished 
all political parties except his own 
party of National Rebirth, said to- 
day Rumania categorically must 
come out in favor of the British- 
French Allies if the nation is to 
find salvation, 

In an interview he attacked what 
he called the King’s present policy 
of attempting to strike a balance 
between economic demands of Ger- 
many and the Allies. Rumania’s 
only salvation, he contended, was 
to be openly in favor of Great Brit- 
ain and France in the European 
conflict and to return to demo- 
cratic parliamentary life. 

Maniu, whose now dissolved Peas- 
ant party formerly polled as much 
as 40 per cent of the votes in na- 
tional elections, asserted there were 
these alternatives to a return to 
free institutions: 

1. Bolshevism. 

2. Partition of Rumania by for- 
eign Powers. 

Maniu, whose attacks on Magda 
Lupescu led to constant clashes 
with King Carol, said Rumania 
could not agree to the slightest 
change in frontiers to meet Hun- 
garian,. Bulgarian and Russian 
claims. 

After the World War Rumania 
gained Transylvania from the 
break-up of the Austrian-Hungarian 
empire; Bessarabia from Russia; 
and Dobruja from Bulgaria. 

“Any negotiations would be 
against the national will and unity 
because it would destroy aspirations 
of a thousand years,” he said. 

He charged that Foreign Minis- 
ter Grigore Gafencu failed to up- 
hold King Carol's instructions at 
the recent Balkan entente confer- 
ence in Belgrade because “he en- 
couraged other Powers to think

Maniu said “the great majority 
of Rumanians certainly hope for 
an Allied war victory.” 

The former Premier, although en- 
titled to sit in the Senate, has been 
denied entry because he refused to 
wear the yellow and blue uniform 
of Carol’s party of National Re- 
birth.

As already reported by this cor- 
respondent, Italy declined some 
days ago to exchange munitions) 
with Britain against British coal 
and, consequently, brought com- 
mercial negotiations. to a stand- 
still, 

Italy offered two objections. The 


sales of war materials risked Ger- 
man intervention, Rome said, on 
the one hand, while on the other, 
Rome insisted on foreign exchange 
and not payment in kind. 

The Italians now have taken 
the same line with the French, it 
is learned, despite Allied intima- 
tion that if Italian manufactured 
goods are not exchanged for Allied 
goods like British coal, the Allied 
blockade will make it impossible 
for Italy to get coal shipments by 
sea from Germany. 

France’s Arguments. 

French diplomacy, in particular, 
had been successful in Italy, since 
the war, in persuading the Italians 
that their economic recovery lies 
in co-operation with the Allies, who 
control both entrances to the Med- 
iterranean, through which ship- 
ments of raw materials to Italy 
must move. 

The French and British, more- 

over, have shown every considera- 
tion for Italian sensibilities and 
even comprehension of the fact 
that the Italians lie directly below 
the Germans with only the Bren- 
ner Pass between. There, as in the 
Balkans, the Near East and the 
Baltic, the Allies have made no 
move which tended to spread the 
war or involve the neutrals. 
Now it would appear that Pre- 
mier Mussolini, after using the 
first six months of the war to im- 
prove his own military situation, is 
ready to return in a few weeks 
from his rural retreat. at Rocca 
della Caminate and play power pol- 
itics again. 

On the basis of his knowledge of 
Italy, this correspondent thinks 
that it is not unlikely that Musso- 
lini will attempt general mobiliza- 
tion in Italy for reasons of internal 
prestige and enthusiasm, as well 
as to improve his bargaining posi- 
tion with all three belligerent cap- 
itals. Such a move might come 
any time within the next six weeks. 

This should test the resources of 
Allied diplomacy. 4 ‘Talle d 
might turn this mobilization into a 
gigantic demonstration against 
Communism. This is good internal 
Italian politics since it presents 
anti-Communism as a consistent 
theme running through Mussolini's 
administration, and it is good in- 
ternational politics since there is 
slight danger of the calling of Mus- 
solini’s hand if he puts Italy under 
arms as a demonstration against 
Moscow. 


The Germans are quick to sense 
this danger since an Italy, mobil- 
ized to defend the Balkans against 
the Russians, is also mobilized if 
the Allies make it worth the can- 
dle to defend that theater against 
the Germans. This is the meaning, 
observers believe here, of German 
denials that Fuehrer Hitler and 
Dictator Stalin have made a mili- 
tary alliance. Berlin in making 
this denial said Italy was the only 
ally Germany wanted and the only 
country with which it had a mill- 
tary alliance.

1355 FLU DEATHS IN ENGLAND 
AND WALES IN SIX WEEKS 


Health Minister In Report Dis- 
closes Greater Prevalence of 
Disease Thar Usual. 


LONDON, Feb. 15 (AP).—Min- 
ister of Health Walter E. Elliot 
disclosed today that 1355 persons 
had died of influenza in England 
and Wales during the six weeks 
ending Feb. 3.

Many teachers objected when 
all Funk & ‘Wagnalls dictionaries 
were ordered condemned and re- 
placed by American Book Co. die- 
tionaries. The teachers said the 
dictionaries they were using were 
good books which were in good 
condition. As a regult of the pro- 
tests, almost all of the 10 high 
schools were allowed to keep some 
of the Funk & Wagnalls volumes. 
The unwanted desk-.ize diction- 


aries were purchased for $1660. The

schools began receiving hundreds

who set out to discover 

whether what people say about 
eccentric inventors had any 
truth in it learned that they are 
not long-bearded introverts who 
walk around in the rain for inspira- 
tion or lock themselves up for days 
on end until they are able to shout 
“Eureka.” On the contrary, they 
seem to lead quite normal lives. 
The St. Louis “modern pioneers” 
attribute their success to straight 
thinking, patience, persistence and, 
above all, just plain hard work. 

But exceptions to the rule may 
be found. Taken for example, the 
case of Guth, who told the report- 
er the ideas for most of his 150 
patents on fixtures, fans and light 
controls during the last 30 years 
came to him at 4 a. m. 

I've been snapping awake at 4 
every morning for year,” he said, 
“and I just lie in bed for several 
hours thinking before dashing off 
to a cold shower. Do you know, I 
was on an ocean liner half way 
across the Atlantic when the prin- 
ciple for my air circulating fan 
popped up in my mind? Tea, sir, it 
was 4 a. m.“ 

The award of Guth is for his in- 
vention in 1929 of an overhead fan 
which causes complete circulation 
of air in a room instead of throw- 
ing out direct blasts. “I just got 
sick and tired of my friends com- 
plaining about fans giving them 
heavy colds and blowing papers off 
desks so I decided to do something 
about it, Guth said. “It took me 
months to perfect the device 
though,” he added. 


s Motors. 


LLSBURY, who is at work 

every day despite his 73 years, 

has been inventing and improv- 
ing electric Motors for almost half 
a century. He was the inventor 
of what old books designate as 
“the first successful hand series 
start, induction-run, single-phase 
motor” back in 1897, and in 1915 
got a patent on the first commer- 


er, 


tion of such devices as houseliold 
refrigerators, house pumps for sub- 
urbs and farms, oil burners, and 
garage and filling station air com- 
pressors. It also greatly accelerat- 
ed the extension and use of power 
in outlying and rural sections. 

“I am quite proud,” said Pills- 
bury, “that the first automatic tem- 
perature-controlled household elec- 
tric refrigerator which is on dis- 
play at the Smithsonian Institution 
carries a one-fourth horsepower, 
Century repulsion start, induction- 
run, single-phase motor which I de- 
vised.” 


Dick Has 100 Patents. 


ICK has been interested in au- 
Dees, as long as he can re- 

member. I was born in En- 
gland,“ he said, and as a boy got 
scolded quite ‘often for tinkering 
with father’s Daimler car. I had 
the auto bug, though, and left 
King’s College to open a garage. I 
preferred that to Dad’s asbestos 
business.” 

From the garage business he went 
to the mechanical and electrical 
department of a London automo- 
bile factory, where “I learned the 
business from top to bottom.” In 
1910 he left England for Detroit, 
the most thriving automobile cen- 
ter in the world, and in 1915 he 
came here to Wagner Electric. 

Dick invented the first steel- 
cased waterproof ignition coil 
which he designed originally for 
the Class A army truck in 1917. 
He estimates he has 100 patents on 
designs and improvements for au- 
tomotive parts, including hydraulic 
brakes, generators, ignition coils 
and self-starters.

‘;CKNELL and Coffey, at the 
Bearer Carburetor Corporation 

also contributed materially in 
bringing about carefree driving for 
motorists. Bicknell is vacationing 
in Florida, but his work was de- 
scribed by M. F. Peterson, assistant 
general manager. 

“Bick has been with us,” he said, 
“since 1912, longer than any other 
of our 1500 employes. In 1917, as 
a captain in the United States 
Army, he was largely responsible 
for designing Class B military 
truck carburetors. He has done 
wonders to our firm’s expansion. 
His latest invention is the down- 
draft carburetor.” 


Coffey, automatic choke engineer 
for the firm for the last seven 
years, has original patents on the 
automatic choke which was used 
commercially on automobiles for 
the first time in 1933. He also has 
patents on the automatic gear shift 
and is now working on several hew 
ideas for the automotive industry.

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Sightlessness Seems to Be 
of Little Handicap to 15 
Lads in Gymnasium at 
Missouri School for 
Blind. 


Scouts of Troop 109 at the Mis- 
souri School for the Blind went 
through their paces in a special 
demonstration yesterday that left 
visitors with the impression that 
sightlessness isn’t much of a hand- 
icap after all. 


The 15 Scouts who participated 
marched around the school’s gym- 
nasium, built pyramids, pitched 
basket balls, leaped over gym 
horses and played ping-pong as if 
guided by some mysterious sense, 
bestowed. on them to replace the 
one they had lost, 

When Scoutmaster Alfred Eber- 
hardt, the school’s athletic director, 
ordered: “Line up according to size, 
facing south,” they ranged them- 
selves side by side in a perfect 
stair-step line, looking towards the 
front of the gym. Only one or two 
youths fumbled for piaces. 

They counted off with the snap 
of veteran soldiers, then executed 
a squads right and a series of col- 
umn lefts that would have made 
a weary drill sergeant sit up and 
take notice. The secret of their 
precision was that each Scout had 
locked hands with his neighbor. 

Next they climbed over each 
other to build a “human pyramid.” 
Several times the pyramid seemed 
about to come down in a heap, but 
some strange sense of balance as- 
serted itself and staved off col- 
lapse.

BILLIARDS 


By Charles C. Peterson

No. 2— Aim Correctly. 
HE diagram shows how to aim 
correctly at the object ball. 
This method is applied to 
every pocket billiard shot. The 
accompanying examples are as 
good as a thousand to prove the 
theory of the point of aim. 


The novice should regard this 
diagram as his master key. Re- 
member the cue ball should be 
struck fairly in the center, cue 
held straight and pointed direct- 
ly at the center of the cue ball. 

In aiming at the object ball, 
sight your aim on the center 
spot of an imaginary ball which 
would be side-by-side with the 
object ball and in a direct line 
with the pocket sought.. (See 
broken-circle ball in diagram.) 
Make a chalk mark in the center, 
of the imaginary ball. Now, 
move the cue ball to any posi- 
tion. on thate side of the table 
and shoot at the chalk mark.

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Blo PLANE BUILT HERE 
TESTED FOR VIBRATION 


Device Developed in St. Louis 
Subjects Airliner to Strain 
of Flying in Cyclone. 


A device, which is being used to 
test the torsional, or twisting, 
strength of the 36-passenger sub- 
stratosphere airliner now undergo- 
ing ground tests at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, has been developed 
here by Curtiss-Wright engineers. 

It consists of a cylinder with ec- 
centric discs driven by a variable 
speed motor. When attached to a 
wing, fin or other surface, the vi- 
brator shakes the entire plane. The 
effect 


might experience if it flew into a 


cycione or one of its twin engines 


started to break up. 

By checking the flutter charac- 
teristics of the wings, tail surfaces 
and directional controls it is pos- 
sible to overcome excessive vibra- 
tion by adjusting the balance of the 
surfaces affected. Before the air- 


liner is introduced in commercial | 


service, vibration tests will be made 
over its entire surface. Marion 
Maxfield, test engineer for Cur- 
tiss-Wright, designed the vibrator, 
which will be patented. 

Compared with early planes, 
which had only four controls, the 
substratosphere airliner has 50. 
Since many of controls of the mod- 
ern airplane are of the push but- 
ton-type, with automatic warnings 
of failure or neglect, the pilot's 
job has not been magnified pro- 
portionally. New aids have been 
developed to make many of the jobs 
easier. 

In the substratosphere airliner 
there is a hydraulic “booster” to as- 
sist in operating the main surface 
controls, the ailerons, rudders and 
elevators. The “booster” originated 
with the Curtiss-Wright airliner, 
but has since been incorporated in 
other aircraft. Another aid with 
which the plane is equipped is the 
automatic pilot, or gyroscope, con- 
ventional equipment on airliners. 

The proper areas of the surface 
controls of the sub-stratosphere 
airliner were determined through 
wind tunnel tests of a model of the 
plane. After the parts were built 
they were tested up to the maxi- 
mum stress they are ever expected 
to receive in operation. 

Taxi testing of the big airliner is 
expectde to begin within a few 
days and will be followed by the 
first takeoff. The airliner has been 
in construction two years and cost 
approximately $900,000.

A first and simple test, that of party affiliation,

The 18 Republicans present divided evenly 
division among the Democrats, with 38 for 
increase and 16 against it, reflects in part 
disposition to uphold the stand of the Roose 
administration. Remove that factor and the Demo- 
erats probably would have been divided on much 
the same basis as the Republicans. 

The four Senators who belong to neither the 
Republican nor the Democratic party were divided 
two and two, with the two Farmer-Labor Senators 
voting against each other. 

The vote not only split the parties. It also split 
the groups of Senators with kindred views who 
are generally found voting together across party 
lines. For example, La Follette was for the increase 
and Norris against it. Schwellenbach was for it 
and Hiram Johnson against it. 

New Dealers like Pepper, Hill, Neely and Wagner 
voted with anti-New Dealers such as Burke, Walsh 
and Tydings for the increase. On the opposite side, 
voting against the increase, were New Deal adhér- 
ents like Bulow, Chavez and Russell, and such un- 
reconstructed foes of Roosevelt as George, Holt 
and Smith. 

The roll call on this important issue becomes 
even more interesting when viewed in terms of 
state delegations. Senators Truman (for) and 
Clark (against) of Missouri, who were not present 
but were paired, constituted only one of many state 
delegations which were split. 

Herring of lowa was for the increase, Gillette of 
Iowa was against it. Johnson of Colorado was for 
it; his colleague, Adams, was against it. Minton 
of Indiana voted Aye and Van Nuys of Indiana 
voted Nay. Clark of Idaho was for the increase; 
Thomas, Borah's successor, was against it. And 80 
on through the delegations as well of Connecticut, 
Minnesota, Mississippi, Nebraska, 
Nevada, New Mexico, Oklahoma, Rhode Island, South 
Carolina, Texas, West Virginia, Wisconsin and 
Wyoming. 

In 18 states, the Senators were ranged against 
each other. States with 36 Senators saw their rep- 
resentation canceled out by their own Senators. 
As 15 states had either one Senator voting or both 
Senators absent, the number of split delegations 
doubtless would have been considerably larger had 
all 96 Senators (instead of only 76) voted. 

What is to be deduced from this analysis? One 
conclusion, and the most important one, is inescap- 
able: that there exists great uncertainty in the 
American mind as to how to proceed in foreign 
affairs. The vote clearly reflects a deep sympathy 
on the part of Americans for the embattled Finns 
and the cruelly abused Chinese—that and a willing- 
ness to extend financial and economic aid. But 
it also expresses, and equally clearly, the determina- 
tion of Americans not to become involved in war as 
a result. 
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THE CLEANUP BEGINS.

Romance is historically the motif of St. Valentine’s 
day, so it was wholly fitting that a formal deci- 
sion yesterday proved the Illinois Division of Un- 
employment Compensation is no crabbed and 
legalistic bureau, but has a warm and throbbing 
heart as big as all outdoors.

Fury of 25 years ago is absent today, because French have not 
been stirred by invasion of their soil, correspondent reports; result 
eo far is war devoid of hate, fought with grim calm to end that 
there will never again be a challenge from a rearmed Germany.

HE most hopeful feature of the present 

war is the almost general lack of en- 

thusiasm for it. There has been no flag 
waving. There have been no jingoistic 
crowds in the streets, no alien shop win- 
dows broken, no _ frenzied recruiting 
speeches, no hymns of hate. Despite the 
crusading note struck in the speeches of 
Neville Chamberlain, Anthony Eden and 
Edouard Daladier, there is little disposition 
to treat the war as a crusade. 

Enthusiasm is born of love or hate. There 
is no love in this war, but there is also, and 
very curiously, no hate; It may come; it 
almost certainly will, since hate is born of 
fear, and fear is abroad in the world: not 
the fear of Germany, not the fear of Rus- 
sia, although these would be comprehensible 
enough, but the fear that the brutal and 
malevolent spirit, the cold cruelty, the in- 
human pride, the diabolical cunning which 
have characterized certain men in the dark- 
est periods of human history may again 
conquer the world, 

In France, as in England, there is no 
hate of the German people. There is a cer- 
tain disdain for their readiness to show 
servile devotion to arrogant or ignoble lead- 
ers. There is respect for their martial qual- 
ities, for their discipline,’ their sense of or- 
der, their civic virtues, their industry and 
cleanliness. 

The word Boches —that savage epithet 
of contempt which so aptly expressed the 
feeling of the French against the Germans 
in 1914-18—is scarcely heard in France to- 
day. To-the poilus.of 1940, the Germans are 
“les Fritzes”—a term almost affectionate in 
comparison with “les es.” 
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But the absence of hate is not the only 
explanation of the absence, in France at 
least, of the manifestations of the war 
spirit. The French do not have to be in- 
spired by hatred to enter upon war with 
fervor. But in this war, the essential stim- 
ulus to the French war spirit is lacking.

Its sons have not 
been sent to the frontiers to repel an actual 
invasion. The enemy has not challenged 
France directly, and the invasion has been 
spiritual and political rather than military. 

During the first four months of the war, 
there was little fighting on the oft-invaded, 
oft-fought-over borderlands of France. 
Nevertheless, the French understand the 
threat and are facing it without complaint. 
They have entered calmly, grimly, implaca- 
bly, upon the war which is to decide wheth- 
er men can live in Europe without either 
donning the jackboots and brown shirt of 
the conqueror or enduring the misery, star- 
vation and torture of the conquered.

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WALLACE URGES 
PROCESSING TAX 
PLAN ON CONGRESS 


Tells House Committee In- 
come Certificate System ee. 
Is Only Way to Cive 


Farmers Parity. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (AP).— 
Gecretary of Agriculture Wallace 
told the House Agriculture Com- 
mittee today that his “income cer- 
tificate” system of processing taxes 
offered the best possible way to 
enable farmers to “withstand the 
stresses of the present war.” He 
gaid the national welfare requires 
Congress to increase farm income. 

Wallace recommended the certifi- 
ate plant for increasing the cash 
yield for producers of such crops 
as cotton, wheat, tobacco, rice, 
prunes and raisins. 

For certain other crops, such 
as corn, which do not pass through 
a centralized manufacturing proc- 
ess, he recommended increased Gov- 
ernment appropriations for bene- 
fit payments. 

Wallace outlined four alternative 
methods for increasing farm in- 
come: Increased appropriations 
for subsidies, price-fixing, Govern- 
ment loans that would peg com- 
modity prices at higher levels, and 
the marketing certificate plan. 

Plan “Clearly Superior.” 

“As I have been able to deter- 
mine, the marketing certificate ap- 
proach is clearly superior.” 

Wallace said some persons had 
believed that the war would result 
in a substantial increase in farm 
prices and thereby produce at least 
a temporary solution of the farm 
problem. 

“But agriculture is not profiting 
from the war in Europe, and is 
not likely to profit at any time in 
the near future. And for some 
groups of producers, the war has 
been an economic calamity. The 
net effect of the war on agriculture 
has been to shut off a large part 
of the world market for our farm 
products. The war is likely to make 
farm programs for the export crops 
more necessary rather than less 
n 5 
How Certificate Plan Works. 

A marketing certificate plan, 
Wallace said, could be administered 
simply. 

“First, we would allot marketing 
certificates to farmers who co- 
operate in production adjustment 
and soil conservation, in such 
amounts and having such values 
as would be necessary to cover 
their allotted normal production 
and assure them an income equiva- 
lent to parity prices on the do- 
mestically-congumed portion of 
their crops, 

“Second, we would require man- 
ufacturers and importers, upon the 
gale of finished products, to ac- 
quire the certificates, in amounts 
which would assure a market for 
the entire supply, and return them 
to the Government. No certificates 
would be required from manufac- 
turers on sales for export. 

“And third, we would establish a 
government revolving pool to pur- 
chase certificates from farmers and 
sell them to manufacturers when- 
ever necessary in order not only to 
maintain the market price of the 
certificates at their face value but 
also to make buying and selling a 
convenient operation and to assure 
that an adequate supply of certifi- 
cates would be available for the 
needs of manufacturers and im- 
porters at all times.”

DIAGNOSIS: There are two general classes of criminals. 
First, we have the habit criminal, like Henry. Again, we occa- 
sionally meet the man who has committed a.crime of passion. 
A man of good home background and intelligence may unex- 
pectedly find his wife in the arms of another man, and become 
so emotionally upset that he strikes out at the intruder either 
by fist or bullet. If he kills the other man, he will be ar- 
raigned in court. In such cases the juries are usually lenient. 
The man’s past virtuous life and the extenuating circumstances 
make the crime of passion a matter for careful analysis and 
often judicial clemency. 

But the fellow who starts out in childhood stealing pennies 
from his mother’s purse, or who filches newspapers from the 
honor stands, or gloats in purloining apples from the fruit 
vendor's wagon, is the dangerous man in society. A man 
with 20 or 30 years of criminal behavior and anti-social thinking 
behind him is very difficult to change. It is possible, of course, 
but highly improbable. ; 
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CRIMINALITY I8 an entrenched system of habits which 
may be likened in some respects to musica] ability. If a man 
has patiently practiced the piano or violin day after day for 20 
years, it would be folly to assume that he could eliminate such 
habits immediately by tearfully expressing a desire to do so bo- 
fore a judge or jury. One of our leading Chicago psychiatrists 
remarked a few years ago that every recidivist, or repeater 
criminal should be electrocuted, even if his crimes had been 
only those of the pickpocket. r 

“Maybe we'd injure one man in 100 by so doing,” said this 
famous doctor, “but the others who are paroled into society. 
would meanwhile be killing scores of innocent citizens in their 
repetition of their criminal habit patterns. Which is sounder 
common sense? To parole habit criminals and let them murder 
scores of innocents, or electrocute all the repeaters and kill one 
man in the lot who might become an honest citizen?” 

The chief place to check crime is in childhood. Criminals 
are often well launched on their dangerous careers even before 
they enter kindergarten, so we must get to the parents: As a rule,

no basis for selection of teach- 

ers. A teacher should be ap- 
pointed on the basis of fitness for 
the work she is to do, and nothing 
else. The married teacher is just 
as efficient as the unmarried one 
when she is efficient, and she. is 
just as inefficient as the spinster 
when she is inefficient. Marriage 
makes no difference in the quality 
of the teacher’s mind. It ig likely 
to improve her attitudes toward 
life, and toward children in par- 
ticular. But it neither makes nor 
mars her. 

Some women are maternal in 
their attitudes toward all children 
and marriage does not make, that 
attitude, nor does it change it. 
The best teacher for handicapped 
children that I ever met was a 
single woman, but a mother to all 
the helpless suffering ones who 
came her way. Marriage might 
have heightened that attitude, but 
I doubt it. I think it was quite 
perfect as it was. 


My point abowi#the whole mat- 
ter is that efficléncy for the job is 
what decided the validity of an ap- 
pointment. Married or single, if 
the teacher can teach with quality 
in her teaching, the job is hers if 
she can get it. 

I have found no validity in the 
statement so often made that mar- 
ried woman teachers ought to get 
out and let their husbands sup- 
port them, and give the younger 
girls a chance. Married women 
teach to earn money and they earn 
money because they need it. They 
work to support their families and 
dependents, ailing and superannu- 
ated. The married women who 
teach for the fun of it do net come 
my way.

IF A CHOICE between two wom- 
en is to be made on the basis of 
need we ought to investigate the 


financial situation of every candi- 


date and give the places to the 
most needy. That would leave the 
children out of consideration, of 
course, but they have been left 
out by those who bar a teacher 
when she is married, This would 
give those who had the greatest 
burden of dependents first place, 
regardiess of efficiency. This 
would be hard on the children to 
pass up the highest qualified ones 
in favor of those in greatest need, 
but you cannot think of the chil- 
dren’s welfare in terms of jobs. 
Don't you see it won't work? 


One thing must be seriously con- 
sidered. When we bar women 
teachers because of marriage and 
maternity we deprive ourselves of 
the services of experienced teach- 
ers, or, we deprive ourselves of the 
children who might be born to a 
group of the most intelligent peo- 
ple we have. That in itself is 
something to make us consider a 
long time before making marriage 
and maternity synonymous with a 
resignation from the service. 

The resignations of the married 
teachers will not provide places 


for all the young teachers on she 


lists today. Other ways must be 
found. Many school boards could 
employ almost double their ‘pum 
ber of teachers by reducing the 
class registers, by appointing 
teachers on the basis of school 


pensions big enough to enable them 
to live decently.

| Walking for Exercise

F sports are out of the question 
| tor exercise, take up walking. 

But learn to walk in correct 
form, if you wish any figure bene- 
fit from the steps you take! Walk- 
ing in the fresh air gives you the 
benefit of getting fresh oxygen into 
your lungs, of course, but if you 
scurry along as if the devil was at 
your heels, or if you slop along in 
lamentable posture, you might just 
as well not walk at all! 

Janet Lane, who has studied 
herself into an authority on good 
posture, instructs you how to go 
about doing it well in her little 
book, “Sitting Pretty.” . To quote 
her: 

“Remember head-over-chest-over- 
hips, and also remember that stiff 
knees shove your hips out of their 
right position in that balance. So 
ease your knees and get your full- 
length, ideal line-up before you 
start.” 

The actress has a useful slogan 
—“the thigh leads the motion“ 
so your first motion should be a 
lift of the thigh and a relaxed knee 
swinging forward with it. In other 
words, your upper body rests in 
balance and your legs do the 
walking.

As a matter of fact, unless we 
study authoritative books on the 
subject ‘and learn where certain 
classified patterns were made, it 
is ve} difficult to tell whether a 
piece of glass is really old.

OF COURSE, OLD glass has a 
softness of contour and a cozier 
‘feel” to the hand than modern 
glass, but this test is largely ima- 
ginative. As for ringing, the most 
resonant of early patterns were 
made of lead flint glass, use of 
which ceased in most factories aft- 
er the Civil War. Lime glass made 
production much cheaper and the 
resonance of glass disappeared en- 
tirely. 

The three seams or lines seen so 
clearly on bases of goblets and 
other pieces of pressed glass gave 
way to two lines when cheaper

TELLS OF RISK MEN’S LOANS 
FROM EACH OTHER’S FIRMS 


Chairman Hall of Lincoln National Life Says 
James A. McVoy of Central States Life 
Got $32,000, Never Repaid It. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP).— 
Arthur Hall, chairman of the Lin- 


coln National Life Insurance Co. 
of Fort Wayne, Ind., tetsified be- 
fore the Monopoly Committee to- 
day that he had borrowed money 
from three other life insurance 
companies at about the same time 
their officers borrowed similar 
amounts from Lincoln National. 

Hall, white-haired and goateed, 
asserted that what committee coun- 
sel referred to as “cross lending,” 
was a coincidence and did not rest 
on any kind of “gentlemen’s agree- 
ment” between the officers of the 
respective companies. 

The Lincoln National is one of 
the 26 largest American compa- 
nies currently being studied by the 
committee. 7 

Hall testified that in January of 
1931, James A. McVoy, then an offi- 
cer of the Central States Life In- 
surance Co. of St. Louis, obtained 
two loans totaling $32,000 from the 
Lincoln National. The witness said 
that in April and August of the 
‘Same year he borrowed, in three 


loans, a total of $40,000 from Cen- 
tral States, 

McVoy loans were never repaid, 
Hall added, and the Lincoln Na- 
tional still holds the Central States 
stock as collateral. He estimated 
that the collateral was not worth 
more than $3000 or $4000. 

Says He Repaid His. 

All of the loans were secured by 
stock of the companies, Hall testi- 
fied, and in his own case were re- 
paid. He borrowed the money, he 
said, to take up bank loans and 
thereby obtain a lower interest 
rate and longer terms. 

Hall testified that he borrowed 
$50,000 from the People’s Life In- 
surance Co, of Frankfort, Ind., on 
Oct. 10, 1929, and that Thomas F. 
Ryan, chief counsel of the Peoples, 
borrowed $50,000 from Lincoln Na- 
tional Nov. 8, 1929. Ryan’s loan, 
Hall said, was still outstanding.
